effects of, are those bodily conditions that 
bring about failures, dissatisfactions and 
irritations in school life and lead to tru- 
ancy and its consequent bad companion- 
ship. 


We might mention defective vision, for 


Instance. Here is a boy with poor eye- 
sight who has never enjoyed his work In 
the schoolroom. With a great sense of re- 
lief he stays out, and the enticements of 
Street life thereupon become many.

Schoolroom Breeds Disease. 


It is hardly necessary to go through the 


list of ailments which ftiay cause dissatis- 
faction with the closed-in life of the ordi- 
nary schoolroom. We have found anemia, 
general poor conditions of nourishment and 
development, defective hearing and many 
other ailments responsible for this social 
and educational misfortune. 
Much has 


been made of diseased conditions of the 
nose and throat, and no doubt they are im- 
portant 


A child who is a mouth breather and 


who lias large adenoids is quite apt to do 
poorly .on the. wort that other children, 
perform with ease. This leads to the irri- 
tations and consequences we have Just 
mentioned! Many local conditions tend to 
produce tbe same outcome—none of them, 
however, would one lay special stress on as 
cause for stealing, although in every case 
they should conscientiously be sought for. 
Tbe truant-thief presents a problem that 
is best studied under tha head of truancy;

Why Forests 
Prevent Floods 
I 


T HAS been show, that forests prevent 
the rapid melting of Ice and snow, nud 


thus avert or modify floods in the spring. 
Mountains also play an important part 
with regard to floods. By Intercepting 
drifting currents of moisture-laden air" 
mountains are active agents in precipitat- 
ing rainfall; and, unless they are protected 
by forests, the waters pour down into the 
valley in destructive torrents. 


The evergtreen trees, particularly the 


spruces, are especially useful in control- 
ling these torrents. Under r.H spruce for- 
ests there Is a large deposit of what 
woodsmen call "duff.'" Tins is composed 
of partially decayed trees, bark, ueedles. 
cones and mosses. 


This duff varies from one to six feet in 


thickness, and has the power of absorbing 
and holding water like a sponge. During 
the heavy spring rains it becomes thorough- 
ly saturated with water, which gradually 
ow?? clown the mountain sides Into the 
streams in summer. The trees also pro- 
tect the snowfall from tbe rapid action of 
the sun in spring, thus restraining floods 
from that source also. 


The protection of the forests therefore 


is tae surest and safest way in which to 
prevent destructive inundations They are 
really natural storage reservoirs, not bold- 
ing- back great "masses of water :n bulk. 
which may be released by the breaking 
of some dam. and carry terrible destruction 
before them, but storing it in the capillaries 
of the spongy soil and yielding it gently 
ancl continuously during the season when 
most needed-

Old-timers cat Ithis beginning of Ber- 


lin's theatrical season so nearly like the 
opening in peace times that it is hard 
to distinguish the difference. They, base 
this opinion not alone on the attendance, 
which certainly is good, but on'the very 
character of the offerings and the ab- 
sence of plays suggestive of the war.

The accusation was denied by the much- 
married and much divorced party; and when Cali- 
fornians get out their pencils and figure up thev 
generally come to the conclusion that her "denial 
ought to stand, notwithstanding that the Prince is 
only about half her age. U has been about thirty- 
two years since Aimee Crocker flashed into the lime- 
light by eloping v.-ith Porter Ashe, after getting en- 
gaged to another young man and being all ready for 
the wedding. She was quite young in years, though 
it was understood that she was quite aged in ex- 
perience. The chronicles of that day. well set forth 
in the weekly press, were full of good stuff about 
the pair. Porter was a Lochinvar whose exploits were 
made quite interesting by the bavards of the time.

From the current congressional news Californians

Stephens of 
the tenth district was elected as a Progressive, but 
is aching to get back in the traces as a Republican. 
He never was very much else. Nolan of the fifth 
classes in the directory as a Progressive, but he is 
in fact union labor. Randall of the ninth is a pro- 
hibitionist, being so officially classified, though he 
also received, the Democratic nomination. The dean 
o£ the Democratic delegation is Raker.

The Bowie Divorce 


The Bowie divorce to the present day generation 


may be the same as any of the many divorces that 
are reported daily in the'papers. But to the olde*- 
generation, with memories extending back through 
the years to the times that are now historic and are 
sometimes made poetic, it is considerably more. 
The subtle "something that is in a name accounts for 
the interest old-timers may have in this connection. 
The Bowie family figured large in that olden time 
so often also referred to as golden. It came from 
Texas, or via Texas, and before the war its members, 
together with the Gwins, the Terrys. Hays, McMuI- 
lins, Kewens. Ashes, and others, constituted an aris- 


cratic it was of the chivalry branch, contradistin- 
guished from the northern Democrats, who were re- 
ferred to as the "shovelry." Their votes were ac- 
ceptable in realizing political advantage, but socially 
or in any other way they were net desirable. Brod- 
erick led the northern Democrats, and what hap- 
pened to him in his duel with Terry is historic. Dr. 
Bowie was present, if I am not mistaken, in an of- 
ficial capacity. Dr. Bowie figured prominently on 
the side of "law and order'' in the vigilante times 
of 18-56. Away back beyond that a Bowie was one 
of the heroes of the Alamo, and it was a member of 
the family that gave a name to a weapon that was 
very generally carried, especially in Texas in the 
stirring times on the border, some. 75 years ago— 
the bawie knife. Augustus Jessie Bowie, the de- 
fendant in' this case, is a scion of the old stock and 
a graduate of Harvard. He keeps up the old tra- 
ditions to the extent that may be in belonging to 
the Southern club. He had been married a little 
over two years. The complainant avers that on the 
10th of June he declared to her in a fit of anger: 
"I wiil crush you as all Bowie men crush their 
women. My grandfather crushed my grandmother, 
my father crushed my mother, and I will crush 
you.'' You can't take for gospel truth all allega- 
tions that aggrieved parties suing for divorce make 
against those from whom they seek freedom; but 
there are those whose knowledge extends back to 
the olden time who say that threat sounds very 
Bowie-like. 
Nobody Surprised at Tevis 


Nobody was surprised to read that W. S. Tevis 


had taken the debtor's oath, or what amounts to the 
same thing. He' swore last Saturday that he was 
entirely without funds, in a suit wherein one Leon 
Lewin sought satisfaction of a judgment for §28,- 
652.50. 
For several years Tevis' "paper" was 


hawked on the streets until it did no good to hawk 
it. and his financial embarrassments have been the 
commonest knowledge. There has always been dis- 
cussion of his activities by men with knowledge of 
the doings of the street. There has been a wonder 
that any one could run up against foolish ventures 
enough to so completely dissipate such a large for-" 
tune as he inherited. The latest gigantic scheme 
which Tevis fathered was the United Properties 
Company. This was heralded as a hundred million 
concern, and was capitalized for that amount. The 
other parties in it were Borax Smith and E. G. Han- 
ford. Hanford and Tevis hunted in pairs and Smith 
figured as investor. 
He put into the concern 


a lot of genuine assets, consisting of his ex- 
tensive holdings in street railways, real estate, fer- 
ries, mines, chemical companies, pleasure parks, 
etc.. that had tangible value and were going con- 
cerns.

Suffragists Abroad 


Frances Jolliffe v\as reported as having arrhed at

a hearing- by Congress. It required unanrno.js con- 
sent, and Pnge of North Carolina objected.

Lane and the Supreme Bench 


The intimation that Justice Lamar is to retire 


from the supreme bench and that Franklin K. Lane 
is to be appointed to the vacancy interests the 
friends of Lane and the Democratic politicians, some 
of whom are possibly not quite as heartily his 
friends as they were once upon a time. But nobody 
is surprised, for it was tacitly accepted that such 
preferment was agreed upon when Lane went into 
the cabinet. At that time he was a member of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, a life position 
and one peculiarly suited to him. Lane is not in 
affluent circumstances, and he has got out of the 
way of legal practice; so it would not have been in 
accord with his well-known levemess of head to give 
up a comfortable sinecure for a precarious cabinet 
position, which, although entailing a little more 
fame, would in the end leave him" high and dry, 
to begin digging anew for a living. Some of the 
Democratic war horses with good memories are 
somewhat given to discussing Lane's vogue—how he 
has fallen in for things since he got started. For, of 
course, he came two bad croppers at the outset: one 
when he was defeated for governor by Pardee in 
1902. and again when he was defeated for mayor of 
San Francisco by Eugene Schmitz in 1903. But in 
1905 he was appointed by Roosevelt a member of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, a very de- 
sirable and agreeable job, and in 1912 he was invited 
into the cabinet, and undoubtedly assured that after 
his term as cabinet officer he would find himself 
equally as well off as he was before. All criticism of 
Lane is by Democrats. Republicans think he is a 
pretty good specitnen of his party. But Democrats, 
especially those who are active in party affairs and 
who are or were decidedly in the majority here, think 
he is a pretty good Bull Moose. J3ut all agree that 
he is a very adroit politician. California having de- 
clared for Champ Clark, and Lane being in high 
accord with party leaders here, he went to Baltimore 
as one of them. At least that is what tfrey thought. 
But events showed that he was not in accord so 
intensely that he was out of position when Wilson 
was nominated. And these old-line and somewhat 
sore Democrats aver that if Roosevelt had been 
elected he would ha-e been right up close to the 
throne there, also. In the distribution of party favors 
in California the majority faction of the party have 
been studiously overlooked, and appointments have 
not only been ignored as to them, but have some- 
times been notably injudicious. The complaint is 
that in the distribution of the- loaves and fishes Lane 
has never espoused the claims of the real party 
workers, or exerted himself to shape policies so that 
California would recognize that the administration 
takes heed of its interests and requirements.

Sterling's Vogue 


In, the stirring scenes and prints characterizing 


the closing of the exposition George Sterling figured 
large and creditably. He gained more publicity dur- 
ing the" month than he probably enjoyed in the ten 
previous years, at least from hoi polloi, which does 
not generally go so very much on poetry. It was 
one of the surprising things to hear so many say 
when they read of George Sterling as an accepted 
poet. "Who is George Sterling?" As a matter of 
fact, Sterling arrived at least fifteen years ago. 
Ambrose Bierce proclaimed him the chief est minstrel 
of the Pacific, and pronounced his poem, "The Testi- 
mony of the Suns." as a composition entitled to rank 
with any, and above most. "The Testimony of the 
Suns'' is Browningesque and rather hard work to 
the ordinary person who has acquired the habit of 
running as he reads; so the disposition was to take 
Bierce at his word and let it go at that. Thus it 
came about that Sterling arrived and was acclaimed 
some time ago. But lately he has written down more 
nearly to the medium understanding, and has "been 
recognized in the more popular way. His verse re- 
lating to the exposition strikes the popular chord. 
It takes a California:! who has breathed the air here 
all his life and to whom the vast expanses and other 
characteristics have been absorbed through ex- 
tended familiarity to do California justice. The se- 
lection of Sterling as poet laureate of the exposition 
was a most appropriate one. Indeed, there did not 
appear to be another who answered the require- 
ments, with the single exception of Markham, who 
iiad ceased to be a California!!, and was only here on 
u \ it.it after a long absence. It may be of interest to 
kr.ow that when the Sterling muse was budding. ar.«i 
after that, before it was in full flower. Sterling was 
a real estate salesman in the office of the Realty 
Syndicate. He is a nephew of Frank C. Havens, and 
as such has had the advantage of artistic surround- 
ings and encouragement. For the most part Sterling 
has been living at the literary colony of Monterey. 
For a year before that he was resident for a con- 
siderable time in New York, harnessing his muse \i 
the financial go-cart—or endeavoring to do so. At 
present he is residing here.

The 
schools are surrounded with more ground than 
is the case in most cities, though some persons 
still claim they haven't ground enough; ninety 
percent of the school buildings are of modern 
types of construction and design. There are very 
few drawbacks here to grafting the Gary system 
on to the one long in vogue. Some change is in- 
disputably needed for the public school system 
of the country. "As at present conducted it in- 
volves too much loss of efficiency and energy 
and there is too much doubt and suspicion about 
the results.
